There does not seem to be any limit to 
the unblushing cheek of democratic 
newspaper writeis in the matter of mak­ 
ing misstatements concerning the condi­ 
tion of the state treasury.

REBELLION [IN HONOLULU. 


AN 
ATTEMPT TO OVERTHROW 
KING 
KALAKAUA. 


Dissatisfied Sandwich Islanders Make an 
U nsuccessful A ttack on the ljoynl 
i 
Palaced— Foreign News. 


Austrian journals are highly delighted 
with the spirit of tho speeches delivered 
by Emperor William and the Prince of 
Wales at* the dinner given in |London 
Wednesday by tho Prince. The National 
Gazette of this city goes so far as to pre­ 
dict an alliance between England and 
Germany. 


The Czar W ill V isit Berlin. 
Berlin, Aug. i d —It is expected that 
the Czar will arrive in this city on the 
24th inst, and remain several days. 
He 
will bo accompanied by the Czarowitz. 
During his stay tho Czar w ill witness a 
parade of German troops. 
Emperor 
William and the Empress will afterward 
proceed to Kiel or Stettin to meet the 
Czarina. 


Invites the Queen to Berlin. 
L o n d o n, Aug. IO.—I t is officially a n ­ 
nounced that Emperor William, on do part 
ing from Osborne, expressed to tho Queen 
his utmost pleasure at tho reception ac­ 
corded him in England. H6 also expressed 
the hope that tho Quo§n, responding to 
his strong desire, would return his visit by 
coming to Berlin. 


A man like General Clinton B. Fisk, 
of New Jersey, should have a better rep­ 
utation for consistency than he enjoys at 
present.

A GOOD 
TUE BEGINNING OF 
WORK. 
There is a new temperance society in­ 
corporated in Ohioago under the title of 
the Temperance Education Society. Its 
object, as set forth rn the constitution, 
is “ to educate the masses on the subject 
of temperance, by placing before them 
in public and in private the statistics of 
the liquor traffic and its relation to the 
commnuity and the individual.” It is 
proposed that the statements made shall 
be conservative, and 
under 
rather 
than 
over 
the truth, 
as much as 
possible in the shape of figures, aud 
bearing for the most part upon the finan­ 
cial and economic phajes cf the liquor 
problem. These facts are to be present­ 
ed to the attention of the public in the 
street cars, steam oars, waiting rooms, 
restaurants, factories, on bill boards and 
in other oonspisuons places. 
The sta­ 
tistics given will be without note or 
comment, and the work will be carried 
on in a strictly non-partisan, non-seota- 
rian manner. 
There can be no doubt that this noei" 
ety will result in mush good, ‘ If its 
work is prosecuted in the lines laid down 
in the articles of incorporation, it cannot 
fail to become a powerful auxiliary in 
the cause of temperance. The need of 
the hoar in this reform government is 
education-*the education of the people. 
Recent events have emphasized this fact 
more sharply than ever before. Educate, 
•ducat©, should be the motto of every

S a n F r a n c isc o, Cal, Aug. 
IO.—Tho 
steamer Alamencia just arrived 
from 
Australia brings nows of a daring though 
futile insurrection that broke out in Hono* 
lulu Tuesday J u ly SO. 
Two !half-breed 
Hawaiians named Robert W. Wilcox and 
t 
obert Boyd, who have been sent at 
overnment expense to be educated at an 
italian military school, had been plotting 
insurrection for some time, but rumors 
that were current were little heeded until 
tho movement culminated in an armed 
band of about 
130 native Hawaiians 
marching from Falama to Honolulu, two 
miles, and securing 
an entrance to the 
palace grounds. 
In Honolulu all was quiet during tho 
night, although in moat of the native 
houses lights were seen burning at mid­ 
night. 
About I a. rn. au unusual number 
of natives and Chinamen were seen on the 
streets, as if something uncommon was 
about to happen, but while people went to 
bed as usual the rebel rioters formed at 
Palama, and about 3 a. rn. Tuesday they 
marched from that suburb to tho city, 
arriving at tho palace at 4 a. rn., where 
they entered the grounds 
unopposed. 
These rioters were joined by others, and 
at one time tho rebels upon the palace 
grounds must have numbered 250. 
- The King was absent from tho palace at 
the time and an alarm was sent him. 
The 
royal party then hastened to the King’s 
boat house, where they remained during 
the day guarded by the household troops. 
Meanwhile the rebels summoned Lieut. 
Parker to surrender the palace, but that 
official refused to surrender, although re­ 
peated demands were made by Wilcox to 
do so. 
The general alarm was sounded 
throughout the city and the Honolulu rifles 
were immediately ordered to report at 
their armory. 
There was a great deal of excitement, 
especially among the Portuguese and Chi­ 
nese. 
A number of families fled to the 
top of the hill and a few ladies took 
refuge at tho American legation, where a 
corps of marines from the United States 
steamer Adams was stationed. 
A cabinet council was held, and w ith 
three ministers present were convened the 
American, British, French and Portuguese 
commissioners, also Caph Woodward of 
the Adams. The cabinet decided to de­ 
mand the surrender of Wilcox, but this 
move was unsuccessful. 
Several shots had now been exchanged 
on both sides. 
By l l a. rn. the rioters 
had all taken shelter in a house In the 
palace grounds, while the Honolulu Rifles 
had secured a splendid position command 
ing this. 
Shots were fired from both 
Bides at intervals. 
Finally a corps of 
government, volunteers 
began hurling 
giant powder bombs. 
About this time thirty or more rioters 
surrendered, one of whom had been fatally 
shot. 
Early in tho skirmish Robert Boyd, 
Chief Lieutenant of Wilcox, was severely 
wounded in two places 
While this bombardment lasted 
the 
sharp-shooters kept up a steady and furious 
fusilade, until finally, after hours of bom 
bardment,! the rioters rushed from the 
building waving a white sheet upon a pole 
and shouting, 
“Peace,” 
“Surrender.” 
The gates’were thrown open and the force 
of volunteers entered and took the rebels 
prisoners. Firing ceased about 7 p. in. and 
Wilcox was marched to the station house 
at 7:15 p. rn., his comrades arriving at the 
lockup a fow minutes later. 
Among those opposed to tho rioters the 
only serious casualty was a wound in the 
shoulder received by Lieut. Parker, and it 
is supposed it was from a shot fired by 
Wilcox. 
On the side of the rioters there 
were seven natives killed and twelve 
wounded, several seriously. 
An armed patrol was formed to watch 
the city during the fight and afterwards, 
composed of the ; Honolulu Rifles, blue 
jackets and marines from the United States 
steamer Adams, and citizen volunteers as 
special constables, besides the police force. 
The plans are said to have been formed by 
Wilcox. 
One report was to the effect that 
he intended to secure the person of King 
Kalakaua, compel him to abdicate in favor 
of his sister, Liliuokalani, heir apparent, 
©nd demand a new constitution and a new 
cabinet. 
Honolulu papers state that this 
was probably the plan proposed, either in 


I whole or'in a modified form, but matters 
were kept so secret that tho exact plans 


I are yet unknown. 
The opera house, palaces, government 
buildings und many private dwellings 
Were more or less damaged by bombs. 
The inquest was in progress on the bodies 
of those killed in the riot when the steamer 
Alameda left Honolulu Aug. 2. A cabinet 
meeting was held, but the officials declined 
to state the result of their conference as 
regards the probable fate of the instiga­ 
tors of tho riots.

R. G. Dun Reports a Steady Advance iu 
A ll Branches o f Trade. 
N e w Y o r k, Aug. IO.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: “The 
changes in the business world during the 
week, though but slight, have all been in 
the right direction. 
There is a little bet­ 
ter movement of products, some improve­ 
ment in crop prospects, particularly in 
cotton, and with more confidence and 
strength in tho stock market, loss chance 
of disturbing withdrawals of spocie for 
Europe. 
In manufactures all changes are 
in tho direction of improvement, and re­ 
ports from interior points indicate a volume 
of trade exceeding last year’s, and steadily 
increasing. 
Of 
all 
cities 
reporting 
this week, scarcely one notes dullness in 
trade, and though business is “rather in­ 
active” at Kansas City a better demand 
for money is seen. 
At Detroit while gen­ 
eral trade is fair considerable building Is 
in progress and collections slow in some 
lines are good in othors. 
Omaha finds 
trade good, crops never hotter, and collec­ 
tions fair. 
Milwaukee notes excellent crop 
prospects, oxeept for corn, and business 
good. 
Chicago rejoices in assurances of 
abundant crops and dealings in provisions 
exceed those of the same week last year by 
50 per cent. 
At Philadelphia there is seen 
general improvement. 
At Galveston very 
favorable crop reports givo strength. 
At 
Boston there is a significant hardening of 
the money market. 
' ‘The tendency of capital toward indus­ 
trial combinations may naturally have 
been checked of late, and this would lessen 
the disposition to realize on good securi­ 
ties. 
During the week the treasury has 
taken in $1,000,000 more than it has paid 
out, but the merchandise exports from 
New York for tho week wore nearly HO 
per cent above last year’s with an increase 
of about 20 per cont in imports. 
‘The business failures number 201 as 
compared with a total of 210 last week, 
and 216 the week previous. 
For tho cor­ 
responding week of last year the figures 
were 233.”

from Wisconsin. Dakota, and the adjoining 
Minnesota counties to squat upon valuable 
land on tho reservation The Indians have 
becomejincensed at tho squatters and have 
been drinking heavily for several days. 
Last night they hold a war dance and 
threatened to make a night raid upon 
the camp 
unlese the whites left the 
reservation. 
Thief 
River 
Falls 
is 
seven miles from a railroad station, 
and its 250 [inhabitants havo become so 
alarmed at the outlook that they have 
asked for a company of troops to guard 
the town and removojthe “ too previous” 
settlers. 
The reservation cannot bo legal­ 
ly entered for homestead or pre-emption in 
many months.

T he Strange D iscovery o f Tw o Skeleton® 
D ow n In Texas. 
A strange discovery, oue that is caus­ 
ing the thoughtful to ponder over tho un- 
writtcn|past, has been made by a French 
citizen near Cainsville, Texas. 
Having 
occasion to sink a well Mr. Bonnnes, the 
Frenchman in question, selected a spot in 
a valley near a ravine of great length and 
which, during heavy rains, is transformed 
into a raging torrent, depositing in the 
valley limestone, gravel, mud, and oilier 
debris. 
After reaching a depth of four 
feet, and while in a formation of lime­ 
stone gravel that had continued almost 
uninterruptedly from Hic surface down, 
Mr. Sommes came upon the vertebrae 
and ribs of an animal.

The 
engineering work of this plant has been 
under (the charge of Captain Edward 
linger, of this oity. Tho works are con­ 
sidered ono of tho most complete in the 
United States, and are unlike any other 
system, in that the water is taken from 
the Missouri river, and by means of a 
system of “settling” basins, the water 19 
purified before it is pumped into the 
mains for use. The construction of these 
basins and reservoirs for purifying is 
considered a magnificent piece of engin­ 
eering skill, costing the company about 
$1,500,000. Tho water is pumped into 
the mains by a Haskell engine having 
a capacity of 15.000,000 gallons in 24 
hours, rating the piston speed at 120 feet 
per minute. The engine has a 24 foot 
••fly-wheel” weighing50 tons, and is said 
to be the largest engine west of the Mis­ 
sissippi. At the banquet following the 
completion of the works. Captain Huger 
was highly oomplimeuted for the engin* 
eeriug skell put forward by him in the 
oonstruotion of the plant, and the lead­ 
ing men of Omaha rejoiced at the suc­ 
cess of the great enterprize.

Since that time ,1 have been 
constantly employed by this road, and 
every year since I began work in the 
west, I have accompanied some of the 
officials or directors of roads on long in­ 
spections or pleasure trips 
“It was in October, 1883,” Bani Mr. 
i Bruce, “that W. H . Vanderbilt, acoom 
panied Manager Hewitt,’Secretary Sykes 
and the board of directors, of the North­ 
western road od a six days trip. 
We 
went from Chicago via. Beloit, Roches­ 
ter and Winona to Pierre, Dakota. Tnis 
was the year that the road was completed 
to Pierre, and ours was the first passen­ 
ger train ever run into that city. Mr 
Vanderbilt expressed himself as delight­ 
ed with the city of Rochester, Minneso­ 
ta. 
I remember this party of gentlemen 
were eogaged in a social game of cards,

I remember up 
m ono of those Dakota towns Mr. Van­ 
derbilt went outside to take a look at the 
country, and found a young man abont 
eighteen years of age on the tracks of 
oar special. 
“What are you doing here?” said Mr. 
Vanderbilt. 
“I want to get further west to see if I 
cin’t find work,” said the man. “ I have 
beon without work for more than a 
month, and I thought if I could get 
farther west I might find something to 
do. 
I didn't have a cent to pay my 
fare, so I thought I could ride hero. it 
wou’t hurt anything, will it?” 
•‘Well, my boy,’’ said the veteran capi­ 
talist, if you’ve got grit enough to risk 
your life in that way, you are entitled to 
Bride. Come inside;” and Mr. Vander­ 
bilt took bim inside, where be rode to the 
end of his journey. 
It was sometime in the winter of 1883-4 
I think, that I went with some of the 
officials of the Northwestern road and 
their families to Mexico and southern 
California on a pleasure trip. We were 
gone about six weeks and I think this 
was the pleasantest trip I ever took in 
my life. Among those who accompanied 
us were Mr. aud Mrs, David Dewej* 
Mr. and Mrs. Milton Kirk and Mr. and 
Mrs. Nicholas Aglehart. 
The whole 
party were in for a good time, and they 
had it if anybody ever did. 
We went 
first to Kansas City, to Las Vegas. New 
Mexico, stopping at the Montezuma Hotel 
at the springs near that city, which is 
ono of the finest hotels I ever saw. 
The springs at this plaoe remind one of 
the hot springs of Arkansas. 
We went 
from here to Mexioo. It was just after 
the completion of the Mexican Central 
railway, aud our party were the first pas­ 
sengers ever taken by rail from Chihua 
hua to San Rosaline, Old Mexico. This 
was one of the iolliest parties I ever saw. 
If there was any fan to be had they had 
it. There war a pretty fair sprinkling of 
young people among ne, and they made 
things lively dnnng the whole trip. We 
went from Mexioo to Gnaymas, on the 
Guif of California, where the party spent 
some time fishing, and you never saw 
such fishing in yonr life. 
They caught 
what were called “red snappers” on the 
gulf, and they would.pull them in as fast 
as they could drop and raise the line 
from the water. I remember Mr. Kirk 
caught one fish weighing 12 pounds, and 
to 
see his 
eyes 
you would have 
thought 
that 
his 
railroad 
stock 
had advanced GO cents on the dollar. 
They left me in oharge of the oar, bu* 
I took one of the repeating riiles and 
spent*mcBt of my time shooting gulls in 
the bay. After our fishing exploits we 
went north to Los Angeles and San 
Francisco, and then east over the Union 
Pacific. 
We bad another very interesting trip 
the following year I believe. It was af­ 
ter the annual J ane meeting of the di­ 
rectors of the Northwestern road. We 
went from Chicago via Milwaukee to 8t. 
Paul, and then over the Canada Pacific 
which was finished as far as Medicine 
Hat.
